1, The Ad Hoc Requirements Committee, in considering new 
specific requirements proposals which ere discussed below, he# reaffirmed 
that it believes it to be of utmost importance that every effort be made to 
obtain political permission for broad authority to pursue the requirements 

set forth in our recommendation# of 9 October 1957, 25X1 

2, The Ad Hoc Requirement! Committee calls attention to the 
probable vital intelligence which may be secured by recoverage of TYUR A 
TAM proximate to the date of 7 November, a date which we ere led to 
believe may bring forth both important events and announcements from the 
Russians bearing upon further advances In space satellite development and 
mis ells development. In urging that TYURA TAM be recovered, the time 
element is toe controlling factor inasmuch as it is toe view of the Committee 
that among requirements prssented in our most recant summary of highest 
priority requirsmsnts those pertaining to the long range bomber question 
present our most critical problem. This is true because of toe need for us

#, With regard to the long range bomber question, we wish to 
point out that coverage of the five key baeee recommended would require 
mere than one mission as well as deeper penetration, which would provoke 
the layman** assumption that greater riek ie entailed than either a TYURA 
TAM mission or a MOEOTOVSK mission. We are concerned, however, 
that current efforts to produce a National Intelligence estimate on the long 
range bomber question will be faced with extreme difficulty if no new hard 
evidence Is provided on which to base such estimates and the importance of 
that estimate with regard to vital National decisions ie apparent. 
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
